Additipnal data 
relating to ITV usage and to the ratio of television sets to teachers 
shows that the utilization of ITV is ^greater wher^ ratio is 
higher and that teachers would take greater advantage of ITV services 
if they had a sufficient number of sets for their students.

SURVEY RESULTS SHOW TEACHERS COULD USE MORE TVs 

A recent survey of the 46 school districts served by KLRN-TV, 
Channel 9, o£ San Antonio and Austin indicated that more teachers 
would use television programs to supplement teaching if they had 
more television sets* -

in schools with few working sets, teachers used television much

Thirteen districts or private schools had one hundred per 
cent utilization; that is, every teacher in these schools used 
instructional television within the school year. 

In these schools more than three -fourths of the teachers 
(771) have access to television sets at the same time* 

In three secondary schools grouped together by the staff, 
94 per cent of the teachers surveyed used KLRN programs during 
the year and 85.7 per cent of these teachers could use television 
at the same time. 

In comparison a group of schools with less TV usage- -44 per 
cent of the secondary teachers surveyed used instructional programs 
--had a ratio of less than one television set to every three teache
